CASE IS DISMISSD. 


Lewis Bell Is Discharged on the 


Vomplaint 
of Violating 


Sunday Law. 


INFORMATION 
WAS 
FAULTY. 


Did Not Stlpulato Whoth«r th« 
Harbor Cut Hair Or Boot 
Stoak 


After the jury had been selected the 
case against Lewis Bell, charged with 
violating the Sunday law, suddenly 
ended this after noon by Judge Ck>olidgc 
dismissing tho case and discharging 
tho detendant. 


The information, Mr. O’Hara held 
and tho court concurred, did not allege 
whether the defendant was guilty of 
cutting hair or beefsteak. Loi*al bur* 
bers 'arc somewhat e.xcited over the 
Hudden turn taken In the affair. 


The trial of I .ewis Bell, the St. Jos­ 
eph burber, coniplaincU against for 
keeping his shop ojien on Sunday, be­ 
gan this forenoon in the circuit ourt, 
and the case gives promise of being 
one of the fiercest struggles to occupy 
tlie court at the October term. 
Law­ 
yer O’Hara ap|)cars for the plaintiff. 
He has given the case S{)ecial attention 
and in prepared to make a strong de­ 
fense. Mr. O’Hara is positive bis client 
is not guilty of a violation of the law, 
according to a reasonable interpreta­ 
tion of the same, and if the trial ends 
in Bell’s conviction tho case will un­ 
doubtedly be carried up to the supreme 
court. 


Two hours were consumed this morn­ 
ing in getting a jury. Lawyer O’Hara 
was careful to ascertain w h eth er any 
of the members of that body had moral 
scruples which might prejudice them 
against his client. He made each juror 
commit himself as to his attitude re­ 
garding Sunday violations of the law. 
and before the fianel was complete aud 
acceptable four were challenged for 
cause and excused and live more ex­ 
cused on peremptory challeni'e. 


A large number of Iwirbers are in at­ 
tendance u|)on tho case. 
Tho result 
of the trial will probably settle for 
some time tho question of whether the 
bari)ers of the two cities will open on 
Sunday. If Bell is convicted there will 
be a disposition to closely observe the 
Sunday law, and if be is acquitted the 
busy business man will have no tt'ouble 
in getting a Sunday shave. 


The trial of John Morgan, charged 
with larceny, was taken up this after­ 
noon. 


The trial of Sam Livino^ston was ex- 
|)ectedtocome up among the tirst of the 
criminal cases, bu| upon the f>bowing 
by Lawyer Sears that Livingston was 
unable on account of sickness to be 
present in court at this time, it was 
agreed his case shonid be among the 
last tried.

THE RESOLUTIONS PASSED. 


Mlaa Pranoet E. Willard Aaain Un­ 
animously Elaotad Prasldent 
of the Qoolaty. 


T oronto, Ont., Oct. 27.—The Wo­ 
man’s Christian Temperance union 
convention was brought to a close with 
a rouslni? platform meeting last night. 
The'convention will long be remem­ 
bered by white rlbhoners as the occa­ 
sion of the best fight they ever fought 
to prevent any compromise of princi­ 
ple. The United States delegates were 
largely In the majority and they stood 
determinedly together in their opposi­ 
tion to Lady Henry Somerset and In­ 
sisted that the world’s union should 
take no ambiguous or uncertain stand 
on the question of morality. They 
would not listen to any compromise on 
the matter. There was to be no code 
of manners for India that could not ob­ 
tain In the Unlt^ States. They insist­ 
ed on passing a strong resolution touch­ 
ing this matter and they were support­ 
ed from by most of the delegates 
from other countries. 


The following 
resolutions were 
passed: 


Resolved, That now. as always in the 
past, we are unalterably opposed to any 
system or license or regulation of the 
social evil, and that we make our sol­ 
emn protest against the legal voluntary 
or compulsory medical examination of 
either men or women when this is done 
in the interests of impure relations. 


Resolved, That we call public atten­ 
tion to the fact that the desire and pur­ 
pose of women as a class to retain theh 
personal independence and purity of 
life IS evinced by the hardships under 
which they persevere in earning their 
bread honorably, when the temptation 
meets them at every turn to secure it 
without labor at the cost of personal 
purity; and that we believe this in­ 
stinct of a pure womanhood is a gift to 
the future mothers of the race, without 
which the race could not survive, and 
that in the great battle of the world 
not enough empHasls has Ijcen placed 
u{)on its sacred significance and its in­ 
calculable value in the development of 
mankind. While recognizing this, we 
pledge ourselves to tenderestsympathy 
with and active work for our sister 
hood who h a v 3 lost the priceless jewe 
of virtue, knowing them often to be 
more sinned against than sinning. 


Resolved. That we believe uncjues- 
tionably in the theory of equality be 
tween man and woman, which is s^t 
forth in the llrst chapter of Genesis and 
supplemented by the assertion of Paul 
that ‘‘In Christ Jesus there can be 
neither male nor female,” and that, l>c 
lieving this, we pledge ourselves to 
constant efTort by pen, by influence, by 
voice, by praver, to bring in that goot 
day when this equal “dominion” shall 
be recognized in the home, in the 
church, in law and at the ballot box. 


That as followers of the Prince of 
Peace we are absolutely opposed to 
war or anything that fosters the wai 
spirit, and that we urge upon our mem 
bers everywhere the discouragement of 
the military drill in the public schools 
or in Sabbath schoolh.

two pccuiianuu.^. One is that the doors 
are nmde to turn down and not to swing 
and have fastenings to hold them se­ 
curely when they are shut, so that they 
can’t possibly fly open. Tho other pe­ 
culiarity is in the rack on top. It is ele­ 
vated four or five inches and runs around 
the edge of tlie stove to keep the pots 
aud kettles from sliding off. 


Some stoves and ranges used afloat 
are also provided with crossrods which 
run from the fixed rod at tho back of 
the stove to the rod in front across the 
top of the pots and kettles and hold 
them down and keep them from shifty- 
ing. They are used in very heavy 
weather or when the ship is rolling. 
For some reason these crossrods are 
more used on British than they are on 
American ships. 


When a vessel is in port tho front rail 
of the rack is usually taken out, and 
then the cook has an easy access to the 
top of tho stovo as he would have with 
a stovo ashore.—New Yorlc Sun.
